The Chinook's Edge Regional 
Division school board has thrown 
their support behind a proposal 
aimed at improving behavior in a 
Sylvan Lake School 

The H.J. Cody School has pro¬ 
posed a ‘ ‘code of conduct” contract 
for its students to reward perfect 
attendance and to guarantee per¬ 
formance from repeating students 
The code would offer small re¬ 
wards for students with perfect and 
near perfect attendance at the school, 
which is plagued by problem at¬ 
tendance The axle also calls for 
students, age 16 and over, repeat¬ 
ing classes for the third tune, to 
purchase a performance bond for 
$100, refundable once the course is 
completed with a passing grade 
Students returning to grade 12 to 
repeat a courses they hav e failed or 
dropped would also be expected to 
purchase a bond 

“They are only giving small re¬ 
wards but I think it will be very 
rewarding to the students,” said 
school superintendent Dr. Altha 
Neilson, referring to the attendance 
rewards program. “It is a proactive 
approach to dealing with attend¬ 
ance problems ” 

The school also submitted a dress 
code proposals which would allow 
students to wear hats in the school 
Currently most schools, including 
Didsburv High School, forbid hat 
wearing on in school buildings ’

Don Getty was famous for it and 
now it appears that Ralph Klein has 
written a blank cheque to attract a 
new project to Alberta 

You don't have to go too far back 
to remember what happened to Don 
Getty's government NovAtel, 
Gainer's and MagCan were the most 
expensive examples of what hap¬ 
pens to our money w hen premiers 
try to pick worthy causes 

Now Klein has found a cause so 
worthy that it deserves a potentially 
endless supply of taxpayer's money 
The cause is Calgary's bid for the 
World's Fair for the year 2005 A 
letter signed by the premier on Feb¬ 
ruary 21st reels off the happy num¬ 
bers 12 million visitors, $18 bil¬ 
lion in new investment. 31.000 years 
of employment and $471 million in 
new taxes. 

The letter confirms that the Al¬ 
berta government is not only will¬ 
ing. but eager to "assist financially 
in the international bid phase", us¬ 
ing gambling profits "And it stops 
right there," says the Premier "It 
makes no mention of guarantees, or 
amounts or anything else " 

It doesn't stop there, though. Four 


sentences later, Klein's letter to the 
Calgary bid committee goes past 
the bidding phase and gets very 
specific about the government's 
committment to "assume a propor¬ 
tionate share of responsibility and 
risk associated with hosting the 
Exposition," along w ith the City of 
Calgary 

Since there's no way of know ¬ 
ing what the bottom line will be, it 
amounts to a blank cheque, signed 
by Ralph Klein And you might 
never have known, but for some 
disgruntled Ottawa residents who 
don't want their city to take on a 
similar responsibility They leaked 
a federal report which says the 
federal government should back 
Calgary's bid, precisely because 
Calgary 's bid is backed by Klein's 
committment to underwrite any 
losses 
Or is it? 

"I don't care what the report 
says. I know what I said and that's 
quite clear in the letter." says Klein 
So what is in the letter'’ When 
you assume a "proportionate share 
of the risk of hosting the Expo", 
aren't you underwriting a share of 
the possible losses? 

"I told the committee, yes, we 
w ill participate financially, but no. 

I can not make any guarantees " 
The report, written by the 
former general manager of Expo 


86, says it'll cost $400 million to 
mount the World's Fair in Calgary 
Members of the organizing com¬ 
mittee are expecting a $ 150 million 
loss and they're very clear In a face 
to face meeting, they say, Ralph 
Klein promised to underwrite that 
cost Klein denied it and the day the 
report was leaked, he asked report¬ 
ers, "What deficit'’ The city is not 
budgeting for a deficit They're 
budgeting for a surplus " 

The next morning. Klein was 
asked, again, if his government 
would guarantee that any debts in¬ 
curred would be covered by his 
gov ernment, along with the City of 
Calgary 

"That's right, and we have said 
that We said that in our letter, that 
there should be a proportionate 
amount of the risk shared between 
the Gov ernment of Alberta and the 
City of Calgary " 

Alright then, the government 
will guarantee to underwrite the 
losses, along with Calgary Right'’ 
"That question was asked of me 
in the committee, and I said 1 can¬ 
not guarantee that we would 
backstop any losses " 

Lost yet? So were Tory MLA's, 
even after getting a briefing on the 
issue in caucus. Not one of them 
believes the government has com¬ 
mitted to be responsible for a share

While it is unlikely the new Chinook’s Edge Regional school board 
is attempting to hide anything, one must wonder why they feel it is 
necessary to discuss their budgeting process without including the 
public. 

At their last meeting held April 12, the board chose to go “in 
camera”, a term meaning behind closed doors, to deal with their 
preliminary draft budget When members of the press objected, we were 
told the board felt the budget was so preliminary, misinformation would 
be distributed 

To clarify this situation. I took a brief poll of surrounding school 
jurisdictions to determine if they also choose to deal with preliminary' 
draft budget discussions in camera My answer came back as a resound¬ 
ing no 

The usual procedure for dealing with budgets for public institutions 
is simple Administration prepares the proposed budget and then brings 
to the board or council for discussion and debate That is w hen the public 
first gets an idea of what kinds of programs, tax increases (or decreases) 
and capital spending ideas arc proposed Like the board or council, when 
the public learns about the proposed budget, they arc supposed to be 
allowed input The budgeting process at the school board level is going 
on everywhere At the Calgary Board of Education, they dealt with 
preliminary discussions last week They not only opened up their regular 
meeting to the public, they also scheduled some evening meetings to 
allow greater access by the public The media was also allowed to listen 
to the debate. In the newly amalgamated Golden Hills school division 
(incorporating schools to the east of Mountain View), I was told 
preliminary draft budgets were circulated to the press and to any 
members of the public who had chosen to sit in on the discussion 
Rockyview School Division also holds all budget discussions in public. 
The only exceptions in all three cases was for legal and personnel 
matters. 

So why did the Chinook's Edge board decide to buck the trend? It is 
frustrating for members of the media to face this closed door policy w hen 
we arc attempting to disseminate information to our readers who are so 
readily impacted by the decisions of this board Not only arc we dealing 
with public funding of a public institution, wcarc dealing with children's 
education Ratepayers and parents want to know what is going on 
especially at this time when changes arc occurring rapidly with the 
transition to regional boards Parents, teachers and residents in general 
arc interested and concerned about these decisions They need to have 
the information They need to have the opportunity to express their 
opinions on the issues I hey need to know how these decisions arc made. 

It would be far more useful to the public for these publicly elected 
representatives to begin holding more discussions in the open to allow 
the public greater know ledge of how these decisions arc made It allows 
the members of the press the chance to do their job in a more complete 
way and to give the impression of open communication in these trying 
times

Bememhering coalminers 


Dear Editor: 

To the people and the citizens of 
Didsbury, pertaining to coal min¬ 
ing: If there are still coal miners 
who worked the Black Coal - that 
was the hard and soft coal Do you 
still remember when they used the 
horses to pull the old wood carts? 
Once the coal was brought out of 
the mines, it was then shipped out 
by the steam engine trains of yester¬ 
year. This was delivered to differ¬ 
ent areas of delivery. I remember all 
of this. 

I was the daughter of a coal miner. 
My name is Violet DeLauw, my 
maiden name was Violet M Kane. 


My dad was a fire boss in the differ¬ 
ent name mines in East Coulee, 
Lehigh, Nacmine, Rosedale and 
Drumheller Dad always set the 
dynamite in the mines The dyna¬ 
mite brought the coal down in large 
coal chunks and also possibly in 
small pieces This was then sold to 
the the public, the citizens of the 
coal mining towns. They used the 
old coal stoves. I can still remember 
when we had to stoke the stoves to 
get them going. I would imagine 
many of the younger people swore 
at those stoves. I sure know I did 
when the stove was plugged with 
coal soot I was also full of soot 


from the stove I still remember 
everything covered with coal dust 
It is a very fine dust and we had our 
house covered in coal dust all the 
time. Our house walls always looked 
dirty. The woman of the house 
washed walls all the time.

She made 
homemade pickles of all different 
types. My mom Emilie Kane froze 
vegetables and preserves We all 
dte good as her five children. I can 
remember our first telephone, it was 
the crank type on the party line. It 
was in our small town of Lehigh, 
AB We were two miles from East 
Coulee, AB Our school in East 
Coulee, AB was from Gr 1 to 9 
This school is now a museum opened 
to tourists. The coal mines out there 
are all closed. They are used as a 
tourist place for people to look at 


Our high school senior years from 
Gr. 10 to 12 were in Drumheller, 
AB. The coal miners who worked in 
the mines wore hard hats that lit up 
with carbide lights This showed 
them about the mine. So they didn't 
run into anything and injure them¬ 
selves back then They also wore 
black hardtoe shoes so if coal did 
come down, it saved their toes and 
feet. The coal dust all over their 
faces is priceless to see. The men 
were a hardy bunch The spirits of 
the men of yesteryear lives with all 
of us today

Wc arc committed cofTcc drinkers in this house and I suppose we 
have to admit that wc are addicted to the bean The coffee maker gets 
a lot of hard use and requires regular cleaning if it is to be at all efficient 
By last weekend it had become terribly noisy and so slow that wc 
w ondered if w c should start our morning coffee before we went to bed 
1 couldn't put it off any longer, the coffee maker would have to be 
cleaned 1 ran several batches of vinegar through it and then for several 
more cycles 1 used fresh water Everything was perking along nicely 
now, the explosive pops and bangs had mellowed to a gentle purr and 
the cold water that I fed into the reservoir took only minutes to flow 
stcamily into the pot Then I made the mistake of looking under the 
ov erhang that holds the basket and filter It was awful under there One 
doesn't think of coffee as being oily but it is and this brown, greasy mess 
would require my immediate attention I reached for a paper towel and 
tipped the machine so that 1 might reach the area better And it was then 
that I remembered that the reservoir w as still full of hot rinse water 
While I was washing up the counters, floor and stove top, I decided

Midway ECS set to begin

The Midway Harly Childhood 
Services Society has boasted an 
excellent program since 1980 A 
private parent-run member F.CS, it 
is housed in the Midway School 
approximately 26 km east of Car- 
stairs, 32 km east of Didsbury and 
20 km west of Linden This BCS 
program attributes its success to 
small student/teacher ratios, excel¬ 
lent parent involvement and strong 
school interactions Concerts, stu¬ 
dent's union projects, supervised 
lunch and playground activity and 
language art programs between el¬ 


ementary school and KCS students 
would list some of the coalition 

Midway School is presently un¬ 
der a transition period of low 
enrollment but a hopeful resurgence 
is expected due to the aggressive 
accomplishments of a "Save Our 
School" committee. Future 
enrollment numbers show a prom¬ 
ising 48 new children, 38 of which 
are five years and younger. 

These are sufficient numbers to 
warrant keeping the school open. 
To enhance the attractiveness of 
Midway School, the committee rec¬ 
ommends re-establishment of 
school bus boundaries and clarified 
and additional programs offered 


such as after-school care and a 
playschool. 

Midway ECS's philosophy is 
dedicated to delivering in their pro¬ 
grams the clear expectations in the 
five learning areas described in the 
"Kindergarten Program Statement", 
set by Alberta Education: Commu¬ 
nication - literacy and numeracy, 
community and environmental 
awareness, creative and cultural 
expression, physical skills and well¬ 
being and personal and social re¬ 
sponsibility. These provide a foun¬ 
dation for elementary schooling 

Gwen Fox is the present ECS 
teacher She has three grown chil¬ 
dren and farms with her husband in 


a near by community Fox is a re¬ 
cent graduate of University of Cal¬ 
gary with a Bachelor of Education 
degree with a major in Language 
Arts 

The pre-registered enrollment for 
the '95-'96 ECS term consists of 
four potential students. The basic 
programs are: 

240 hr program - 5 or more 
students; 300 hr program - 5 stu¬ 
dents, 300 hr program - 6 students; 
400 hr program - 5 students, 4(H) hr 
program - 6 students, 400 hr pro¬ 
gram - 7 students. 

The addition of only a few more 
students can make this program 
functional The choice of program 


hours are chosen in unison by par¬ 
ent members and operating capital 
is supplied by education ECS grants 
and reserved term funds set aside by 
past society groups 

Busing transportation for ECS 
students allows pick up and drop off 
at destinations on present bus routes.

AG plans store expansion

Didsbury AG Foods grocery 
store will have a new face in the 
future as the owners plan an expan¬ 
sion project which will increase the 
store size to 18,0(X) square feet. 

Co-owner A1 Schneider said he 
and partner Kmmor Gasser have 
been working with Overwaitea 
Food Groups, the store’s franchise 
and major supplier, to bring the 
expansion to reality 

' ‘The reason for the expansion is 
because we wanted to grow with 
Didsbury,” Schneider said “We 
have got the best recreation centre 
outside of Calgary, a new motel and 
the BRZ has been approved We 
have a lot of potential.” 

Schneider said the expansion is 
possible because of the support his 
store has received from Didsbury 
and area customers since they 
opened in their present location in 
1986. 

The expansion blue prints are 
currently being drafted, but 
Schneider said they plan to extend 
the store to the south, filling the 


current parking lot. A deal for the 
purchase of land in front of the 
newly expanded store was recently 
completed, ensuring adequate park¬ 
ing space once the expansion is 
completed. 

Schneider said Overwaitea will 
be handling the details of the ex¬ 
pansions but they will advertise for 
local trades to work on the project 
No time line for construction has 
been set. 

Besides the opportunity to ex¬ 
pand product variety, Schneider said 
he is excited about the project be¬ 
cause it will make rcxim for more 
community involvement 

“We are going to have an area 
for local service organizations to 
utilize for things like bake sales or 
raffles,” he said “We want to have 
an area large enough that if they 
want to raffle off a ear, we have the 
room to keep it right in the store ” 

He said they are also working on 
designing an area for customers to 
sit while they are waiting for rides 
or for companions to handle the 
shopping

Olds College's Hdueational De¬ 
velopment Centre will be offering a 
newly-revised Fashion Program this 
fall 

Registrations are being accepted 
for the Retail and Fashion Produc¬ 
tion Majors. Both are targeted to¬ 
wards individuals looking for dy¬ 
namic careers in fashion 

Program Coordinator, Kathy 
Bosse, said development of a re¬ 
vised Fashion Program came about 
as a result of increased industry 
demand for highly skilled and 
trained professionals. "The fashion 
industry is actively looking for com¬ 
petent individuals to join this dy¬ 
namic profession In response, Olds 
College has taken some time and 
fine tuned its present program to 
make it more responsive to current 
industry needs This is not a new 
process for us. as we continuously 
update College programs in this 
manner," Bosse explained 

One of the changes resulting from 
the review is the transformation of 
the Retail Major from a two year 
diploma status to a 10 month certifi¬ 
cate format "We have not compro¬ 
mised our retail program, but rather 
concentrated on the information and 
skills required by industry To fur¬ 


ther this, we are placing a substan¬ 
tial amount of emphasis on the work 
experience side of the course," said 
Bosse The Retail portion of the 
program runs from September to 
June and specializes in the areas of 
salesmanship, communications, 
merchandising, advertising, promo¬ 
tion, fashion trends, coordination, 
color and design along with store 
planning and layout Quality con¬ 
trol and customer service are also 
being included as vital components 
of this program 

It is with similar intentions, Bosse 
added, that led to the addition of 
two new computer courses to the 
two-year Fashion Production Ma¬ 
jor After consulting with industry, 
training in both "CADD" and "PC 
Pattern" will be delivered Both are 
considered essential tools for such 
competencies as pattern drafting, 
design and illustration "This," said 
Bosse, " , is over and above the 
instruction that will also be offered 
in garment construction, special 
sewing techniques, textiles and ba¬ 
sic business management “ 

Apjihcants to either the Retail or 
Fashion Production Majors must 
have an Alberta High School Di¬ 
ploma or equivalents Students who 
do not possess these requirements 
may qualify to be admitted as either 


a mature or special student.

ALBERTA AGRICULTURE, FOOD AND RURAL DEVELOPMENT 



WGTA Reform 

Probably the most important 
change for agriculture arising from 
the February 27 federal budget was 
the announced reform of the WGTA 
Some discussion of the basic details 
of the changes may be useful 

Effective August 1, 1995, ship¬ 
pers w ill have to pay the full cost of 
shipping grain by rail to export po¬ 
sition To compensate for removal 
of the rail freight subsidy, owners of 
farmland in the designated area will 
be entitled to share a one-time pay¬ 
ment of $ 1 6 billion. Payment is to 
be distributed in two instalments; 
one in January 1996 and the second 
in June 1996. Payment is to be based 
on: 

• Land ownership as stated on the 
land title document on February 27, 
1995 

• Eligible acres that include the 
area in annual crops (excluding for¬ 
ages) and summer fallow in the 1994 
growing season 

• The payment will be adjusted to 


reflect productivity with crop insur¬ 
ance yield estimates to provide an 
indication of the relative productiv¬ 
ity for each parcel of land It is 
proposed that irrigation land will be 
assigned dryland yields 

• Each parcel w ill be assigned a 
distance factor from port position to 
be used in the calculation of the 
payment. 

• The payment will be treated as 
capital Farmers will be able to use 
their capital gains exemption to 
avoid taxation on the payment 

Changes to the Canadian Wheat 
Board pooling system has been de¬ 
layed until August 1, 1996 This 
w ill mean that the use of the tradi¬ 
tional points of Vancouver and 
Thunder Bay will continue for one 
more crop year Finally, an adjust¬ 
ment fund of $50 million per year 
for six years was established The 
fund will be available in the 1996- 
97 fiscal year and is intended to be 
used to assist with adjustments to 
CWB price pooling, branchline 


abandonment, higher freight costs 
for dehydrators and upgrades to the 
rail line and port facilities at Church¬ 
ill 

At its most basic level, the change 
to the WGTA will result in a widen¬ 
ing of basis levels to reflect the 
higher costs of moving gram to ex¬ 
port position The change will lead 
to re-thinking crop mixes through¬ 
out western Canada We anticipate 
that farmers will shift acreage over 
time to higher value lower volume 
crops to minimize the impact of the 
higher freight costs on their opera¬ 
tion. 

While the higher freight costs 
will have a negative impact on per 
acre net returns, prices arc deter¬ 
mined by both supply and demand. 
Normal year to year market swings 
based on those factors can often be 
larger than the change in freight 
costs resulting from the federal 
budget

Modestly, Boyd shares the credit 
freely with his fellow competitors. 
“You need help from other peo¬ 
ple, ’ ’ Boyd said. “You might need a 
ride, and travelling with a couple of 
other guys makes the trip seem 
shorter 

The word ‘family’ as in “one 
big family” came up several times, 
among the rodeo participants con¬ 
tacted. “It gets to where you hope 
the other guys draw good horses,” 
Boyd said, explaining that winning 
often tends to go in cycles. 

“You hope everybody does well, 
you help each other.” 

“It’s very family-oriented,” 
Rayel Robinson said Robinson, 
who travels with her husband (calf 
roping champion Bruce Robinson) 
“95 percent of the time”, said the 
atmosphere was very loose ‘back 
stage’. 

“You can’t make plans because 
you don’t always get [the times] 
you want, so you have to be flex¬ 
ible,” Robinson said “But every¬ 
one’s really easy-going, really laid 
back. I’d say.” 

The grind of travel is the tough¬ 
est part of rodeo life, according to 
the participants the Review con¬ 
tacted. But the camaraderie, good 
memories and purses compensate. 

“I’ve been in this since I was 
just a little guy,” Cooper said “You

The world of a rodeo rider is 
close-knit, competitive and chock 
full of adventure It often means 
long journeys, bone-snapping inju¬ 
ries and extended stretches without 
income, but it is seldom boring. 

The term ‘cowboy’ (or cowgirl) 
is something of a misnomer Rodeo 
participants range in age anywhere 
from pre-teen to ‘older than dirt’, 
and cows rarely enter the picture 
While steers and bulls have their 
own events, horses are the primary 
four legged players in rodeo com¬ 
petition Sundre’s Rayel Robinson, 
who has nabbed a long list of awards 
in her chosen sport including Cana¬ 
dian Ladies Barrel Racing Cham¬ 
pion (1990-91), Coors Chute Out 
LBR Champion (1990-91) and BC 
Circuit LBR Champion (1992 and 
1994), offered this advice: “A good 
horse is your best bet Y ou put your 
money where your horse is." 

Robinson, who trams horses, said 
those just starting out should con¬ 
centrate on finding the right horse 
for the job 

“You start with the right horse 
You can buy a nice rig later, when 
you start winning But it all starts 
w ith the horse ” 

Horses give rodeo a lot of its 
bite, especially for Jim Cooper 
who is an equine dentist. Cooper, a 
calf roper from Bowden with two 
NRA roping championships to his 
name (1986 and 1990), agreed with 
Robinson's assessment 

“Get yourself a decent kind of a 
horse and go to a school or two in 
whatever events you’re going to 
take part in.” 

Juggling a second occupation is 
something rodeo participants soon 
become adept at through necessity.

Dinosaur life unveiled by amateurs

The Albertosaur loomed above 
the carcass of the duck-billed dino¬ 
saur The great carnivore bent down, 
gulped a breath, then bit 

Rows of curved teeth penetrated 
skin and flesh One tooth hooked 
under a rib The predator pulled 
back, the rib bent and grated along 
the tooth's serrated edge 

The Albertosaur paused, slightly 
twisted its head and pulled again 
The crack of the rib breaking ech¬ 
oed off nearby trees as a ragged 
mass of meat jerked loose 

That might have been the scene 
68 million years ago during the Late 
Cretaceous, at a spot not far up¬ 
stream from the Royal Tyrrell Mu¬ 
seum of Palaentology's Day-Dig site 
near Drumhcller Tyrrell visitors, 
supervised by experienced excava¬ 
tors, pay to help excavate the dig 
The site is a bone bed, a loose 
jumble of isolated bones washed 
into the location from upstream- 
perhaps by a single large flood 
Part of a duck-billed dinosaur 
rib found there has remarkably long 
serration marks, gouged by the pull 
of an Albertosaur's tooth 

Like other bones, the tooth- 
marked rib was moved offsite intact 
only after it was uncovered, hard¬ 
ened with preservatives, carefully 
mapped as to how it was found, then 
wrapped in a plaster and burlap 


jacket. 

After excavation, the rib was 
carefully cleaned and prepared by 
youngsters at the Dinosaur Country 
Science Camp at Drumheller Only 
then were the long tooth drag marks 
discovered Collection and prepa¬ 
ration of dinosaur fossils by non¬ 
professionals was unheard of a few 
years ago But shrinking budgets, 
and a growing backlog of unpre¬ 
pared fossils, mean the public's help 
is necessary 

Tyrrell administrators and 
paeontologists also rccogniz.e that 
handling real fossils and conduct¬ 
ing research on them are effective 
teaching tools 

"To work with real fossil bones 
which have scientific significance 
is a tremendous experience for the 
kids," said Robin Digby, director of 
the summer science camp 

Previous research has found that 
about five percent of the dinosaur 
bones from Dinosaur Provincial 
Park near Brooks are marked by the 
teeth of predators or scavengers So 
it's surprising that almost half the 
bones prepared to date from the 
Day-Dig site arc tooth marked 

Many of the approximately 50 
isolated Albertosaur teeth found so 
far appear to have broken from their 
roots - likely when the meat-eaters 
bit into bone 

It is still a mystery why there 
would be such a concentration of 
feeding by carnivorous dinosaurs at 


one spot. 

Broken and incomplete bones 
traditionally have frustrated 
paleontologists who are attempting 
to describe prevously unknown ani¬ 
mals in as much detail as possible 

But an individual bone can tell 
its own story. 

One long, slim bony tendon of a 
duck-billed dinosaur has serration 
drag marks on opposite sides - left 
after it apparently got caught in an 
Albertosaur's teeth. As the predator 
twisted its head, the tendon was 
dragged like a piece of dental floss 
between the serrations of two teeth 
The direction of tiny scratches, worn 
into the teeth during feeding, might 
show that Albertosaurs twisted and 
pulled on their food as much as they 
bit into it 

As for other bones at the Day- 
Dig, examining how breaks and 
tooth marks are distributed over a 
skeleton, and what parts of the prey 
are present or absent, will shed light 
on a large carnivorous dinosaur's 
table manners. 

No doubt dining was a messy 
affair Carcasses probably turned 
bloated and smelly as they rotted on 
the shore of an ancient inland sea. 

Carnivores tried to strip the meat 
from along the backs rather than 
consume a great many backbones, 
judging by tooth marks on the spines 
of the vertebra. 

Smaller bones, such as toe bones 
and those near the end of the tail, arc

Further study of the 
bones and the sediments in which 
they're buried, should help deter¬ 
mine whether tinier bones were eaten 
or washed away.
